ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


For THE YEAR ENDING MARCH I, 1890. 


In our last annual report we had occasion to congratulate 
the friends and patrons of our common schools upon the suc- 
cess that had attended the work of the year, then just closed. 
And also to call the attention of the public to one or two evils 
that needed remedy. 

At the close of another school year it is a source of 
pleasure and satisfaction that we are able to report still greater 
progress and more commendable results. 

Generally our teachers have been earnest, competent and 
faithful, and with few exceptions parents have been zealous in 
their support. We are grateful to every faithful teacher, par- 
ent and friend who have kindly aided in the work of placing 
our schools in a more efficient condition, and we bespeak the 
hearty co-operation of all in the coming year. 

There were 2,798 half-day absences in the schools last 
year, a decrease of 468 from the preceding year. 

The greatest cause for serious apprehension at present is 
found in the irregularity of attendance. It leads to habits of 
negligence, inflicts loss upon the pupils, and injury to the 
school. Remember a lost day can never be recalled. 

Society pledges to the young advantages for an education, 
and should receive in return pledges that these advantages 
shall be fully improved. The obligations of each should be 
faithfully kept. It is a plain precept of duty. Parents, please 
give your personal attention to the remedy of this evil. 

We have placed in each school a language chart containing

models and suggestive forms which gradually, and almost un- 
consciously, lead the child into a knowledge of the proper form 
and use of language, without discouraging him by the dull routine 
of technical grammar. Globes, outline maps, and dictionaries 
should be furnished as soon as possible for use in all the 
schools. During the summer and fall terms the scholars from 
No. 13 were furnished .instruction, in part, at No. 14 and 
Marlow, or transported to No. 12.
